Better Terms and Better Treat- 


ment From Transportation 


Companies. 


SAcauvB-fTO, November 20.—The Cal- 


fornia Fruit Growers' convention waa 
called t» order in the assembly chamber 
of the capitolthis afternoon. About 150 
delegates vere in attendance. Mayor 
Steinman and L. W. Buck presided. 
Governor "Markham dcliveied fin ad- 
dress of welcome. H.. Weinatock, who 
welcomed the delegates on behalf of the 
people of Sacramento, referred to the 
fact that when tho convention last met 
hore in 1886 California wag then ship- 
ping away but 4000 carloads annually of 
green, dried and citrus fruits. Now the 
output is 20,000 carloads annually. He 
predicted that he would nee the year 
when 50,000 carloads would he shipped. 


Chairman Buck, in an address read 


from 
manuscript, quoted 
statistics 


showing the wonderful increase of the 
horticultural industry since 1871. when 
the fruit-growing industry began to bo 
of importance. He quoted the predic- 
tion made by C. W. Heed of Sacramento 
in that year. Mr. Reed had prophesied 
that he would live to see annual Bhip- 
meuta of 1,000 carloads of fruit from 
California. The speaker referred to the 
co-operation of fruit growers. He said 
it had already Iwen tried with good re- 
sultH, aud ha believed that a syndicate 
representing the whole of the Jruit crop 
would bo ablo to yet better terms and 
better treatment frnra. transportation 
companies than individual growers. Mr. 
Buck closed with a kindly reference to 
the state hoard of horticulture, referring 
particularly to its work in stamping out 
tho black scale and other fruit peata. 


At the afternoon suasion there waa a 


diacusaion 
on 
"Transportation and 


Freight Itaten on Green and Dried 
Fruit." Jester of Placer was the first 
speaker. lie read a series of resolu- 
tions adopted by the growera of Placer 
county to the effect that the era of high 
prices haa j;one by, and that the only 
thing left to render fruit growing profit- 
able was to cheapen the coat of grow-, 
ing, shipping and transportation of 
fresh iruitfi. 


The resolutions went on to say it is 
the purpose of the fruit growers of 
Placer county to demand of the South- 
ern Pacilic Company nod ita connections 
to Eufliciently lower tlie freight and 
transportation rate and 
refrigerator 


charges on fresh fruit to offset the re- 
duction of the price of tlie fruit that has 
taken placo during the past few years. 
If rates are not lowered the growers will 
cease snipping fresh fruit; otherwise 
fruit will be shipped :it n loea. Rather 
than do that they would dry their fruit. 


H. \Veinatock read a paper un "Di&- 


trinntionof Fruit." The speaker eulo- 
gized the public auction system that 
now prevails in the KnsL. 


Colonul Heraey of rianta Clara ad- 


dressed the convention on co-operation 
and gave an account of tlie workings of 
the State Fruit Exchange. 


B. F. \VaIttm of Yuba county and Ed- 


win F. Adame, the manager oi the 
Frnit Exchange, followed on the same 
•ubject. 
H. Weinstock introduced resolutions 


looking to an ascociation of growers and 
shippers of all classes, which was re- 
ferred to a committee. 


At the evening session a committee re- 


ported recommending the formation of 
stich an association to be called the 
Growers' and Shippers' association of 
California, and the reuort was adooted.

THE HATCH TRIAL. 


Testimony Connecting the Defend- 


ant With the Wreck.

Both men were in the caboose of the 
freight train which waa side tracked at 
Washington during the strike and they 
positively recognized Hatch as one of 
a party of men that drove up to the 
train in a three seated rig, and afer se- 
curing bare, wrenches and other tools 
drove off in the direction of the point 
where the wreck afterwards occurred. 
Hill's testimony waa not shaken by the 
defense, but Teeple became somewhat 
confused and contradictory under cross- 
examination. Tho prosecution is not 
likely to close before Friday.

Opinions Expressed on It by Differ- 


ent People. 


The experiment of the 
Seropian 


Brothers in shipping f5g3 to San Fran- 
cisco by team haa attracted much at- 
tention. Mr. Corcoran, manager of tho 
Navigation Company, which operates 
between Stockton and San Francisco, 
wrote to the Seropian Brothers a few 
days ago as follows: 


"We notice in the Evening Bulletin 


of November 18th a statement reciting 
that you yesterday loaded ten tons of 
dried Hga on wagons to haul to fian 
Francisco. We wish to suggest to you 
the advuutHgea of delivering your figs 
here instead of at San Francisco. It 
will Rave you a haul of 100 miles, and 
we will transport them for you from 
thla point for 5 cents » hundredweight. 
You might find it to your advantage to 
have your teams take back freight from 
some of the local merchants, find on 
such goodt) we will tuaku your freight 
5 cents delivered to your wagons. This 
price covers salt, sugar, lime, cement 
and all airMlars. 


"We also wiah to call your attention 


to the fact that it will cost you as much 
to take your tigs from Oakland to San 
Francisco aa it will to ship them from 
here by our steamer. We think you 
will find it to your advantage to give 
this method of shipment a trial." 


A paper iu Sau Francisco has been 


devoting much space to the matter of 
wagon transportation, and hna obtained 
the views of well known persons at dif- 
ferent points in the valley. Following 
are some of tho opinions expressed: 


"F. F. Letcher, chairman of tho Board 


of 
Supervisors of Fresno county—I 


think the proposition of carrying the 
freight the whole distance from here to 
Man Francisco hy mule team is not a 
sound commercial proposition, but why 
ehould not the wagons run regularly to 
either Stockton or Alviso? From here 
to Stockton ia only about 112 miles, with 
a rotid an luvel as a billiard table, and 
cheap transit by water to San Francisco 
from that point." 


"Major U. J. Berry, superintendent 


of the ViEalia Fruit and Land Compaq 
—I have not given the matter mud 
thought, but our dried fruit can be 
hauled to Stockton profitably in compe- 
tiiion with the Southern Pacific, a cor- 
wralion which in eapping the very life 
mt of the producers of this valley by 
estunionate freight rates. Our fruit 
can be hauled for $5 per ton to tide 
water." 
4'M. J. House, President of the Hoard 
f Trade of Visalia:—Our dried fruit 
can be hauled to Stockton for $5 per ton, 
and freight conM be brought back. Let 
ia go hack to the old days when wagon 
.ransporUtion was cheaper thau freight 
area now." 


"Manager I^eds of the San Francisco 


Traffic Association:—Its (the Southern 
Pacific's) purpose eeema to bo to keep 
the rates just aa high 63 they can be 
without driving the shippi-ra to haul 
tlieir goods by team to Stockton.

Mr. Corcoran, in an interview pub-

''The railroad tie-up last July resulted 


in demonstrating that freighting by rail- 
road is as a general thing more ex- 
pensive than freighting by team. Team- 
ing became necessary then, and aa it 
was found cheaper than transportation 
by rail, it is still going on between this 
city and a number of other points, Mo- 
desto included. But there are other 
things that must be fonsiderer], ant 
time ia one of them. Prompt delivery 
ia a very desirable thinj!, and in that 
respect teamsters are at a disadvantage. 
Then there are various commodities 
which it would not do to send in wag 
ona, because of injury from jarring, etc 
Moreover, in order to make teamiug ot 
ft large scale successful, trm teamster 
must have a load ready for him to take 
back—he can't afford to wait. Beside 
that there are only certain times in tho 
year when teams can travul well. In 
the winter the roads are heavy and ii 
the summer the heat prevents Ion 
drives, eo the spring ami fall tvrti th 
o.ly good acaaons."

C. F. Sinurr, general freight agent of 
he Southern Pacific, then came for- 
ward and addressed the convention in 
a pacific strain, declaring that the inter- 
ests of the fruit-growers of California 
vere tbe interests of the Southern Pa- 
itic Company. The speaker was'court- 
eously listened to. 


At the afternoon session W.G. Curtis, 


lEsietant to the general manager of the 
Southern Pacific Company, addressed 
.he assemblage on the expenses of main- 
lining railroads. 
"Patrons of rail- 


roads," he said, "are chiefly concerned 
with the rate charged for freight, and 
the various expenses of running rail- 
roads they do not take into account. 
The Southern Pacific Company exercises 
no control over railroads east of Onden 
Uher than by moral suasion, and while 
hese roads do not understand tho im- 
>ortance of this industry they have here* 
ofora granted whatever reasonable con- 
:ession may be asked of them. Several 
of these roads had goneinto bankruptcy, 
jptukiiig for the Southern Pucitic Com- 
pany," continued Mr. Curtis: "That 
iompany cannot do business at rates 
low finough to make much more thun a 
drop in a bucket of relief in the situa- 
tion as outlined before this convention 
and continue to maintain itself."

State Mineralogist's Report.

with and to the injury of the first clues 
product. It was by similar methods 
that s great injury was done the raisin 
product of Fresno county a few years 
ago, from which it has not yet entirely 
recovered, and in all probability the 
eame results will t*e brought about in 
the fig industry. The growers will find 
it to their interest to feed their refuse 
figs to the hogs and chickens, or even 
throw it away rather than eell it to un- 
scrupulous dealers, for while they may 
makwa few dollars more by aaUinfc the 
worthless tigs, in the end they will be 
made to suffer for doing so, for when 
the public finds the product to be of 
inftriorqualiry they will be suspicious 
of it, and refuse to buy even of the first- 
class figs. They should remember that 
«. bad name once trained, it will take 
years of hard and careful labor to re-

K.UIGS COPKTY PROHIBITION. 


Synopsis of the Ordinance Pro* 


The Armeniina of Freano Sundayheld 


• meeting at their hall on F street, l»e- 
iween Loa Aogelea and Monterey streets, 
to take measures looking to the relief of 
their countrymen who are being 60 
cruelly treated by theTurks. The news 
of the massacre of many thousand Ai- 
menians reached th a country a few days 
ago, but the details of the dreadful affair 
were reserved for later dispatches. The 
meeting here yesterday paaeed the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 


Resolved, That wo, the Armenian! of 


Freeao, do hereby express our deep aor- 
row for the awful fate which BO many of 
oat country men, their wives and chil- 
dren have wet at the bauds of the 
treacherous and brutal Turka, and also 
to give expression to our abhorence 
of a deed whicu must excite the 
fullest sympathy aud bring forth senti- 
ment* of horror from tho entire Chris- 
tian world. 


Reeolved, That we do hereby recom- 


mend that protests be sent to the 
Christian powera of Europe and to the 
United States asking for intervention in 
behalf of our fellow countrymen who 
are beinu BO cruelly persecuted by the 
government of Turkey. 


Reeolved, That we close our respective 


places of business aa a tribute of respect 
to the dead and of sympathy for the liv- 
ing. 
The exact cause of the massacre by 


which it ia said nearly 20.000 men, 
women and children lost their lives, ia 
not known to a certainty; but it is 
claimed that there was aomo local up- 
risinK against the tyranny of the Turks, 
and the Sultan took that as a pretext 
for the extermination ol a people whom 
the Turks have always hated, but nev- 
ertheless have held in subjection. 


H eeema that the Muaselrnana are 


alow to learn by experience, aud fail to 
understand that they cannot now maa- 
sacre defenseless people with impunity 
as their ancestors did -100 yeara ago. 
Tor a much leaser offense than the 
present massacre, Russia unmercifully 
whipped Turkey sixteen years ago, and 
wrested from her the provinces of Rou-

That country looks 
upon Turkey as its natural foe, and all 
it wants in u pretest aud to be let alone 
by the other countries in Europe, aud 
it would eoon sweep Turkey from the 
face of tho earth.

It 
may tarn out Vi ry much smaller than 
the first news haa made it. 


The Turka are Mongolians, belonging 


to tho Game race as ttie Chinese, Cal- 
mucka arid Tartars. They have- been a 
warlike people for the past 600 or 700 
years. They moved westward through 
Asia, and about the time of the discov- 
ery of America they crossed into Europe, 
captured Constantinople, and overrun a 
lame part of southeastern Europe, ad- 
vancing as far as Vienna. For the past 
100 yeara they have been on the decline, 
and have been defeated in every im- 
portant war they have engaged in since 
they measured swords with Napoleoi in 
Egypt and had an army annihilated by 
him. 


The Armenians have never been a 


•warlike people, at least not since the 
days of the Koman euiperorrf. They be- 
long to' the Ctiueassian race, and are 
among the fe.w peoples of Asia who do 
belong to that race. Some ethnologists 
are of the opinion that the Germans 
came oripinallv from Armenia. That 
was the tirat country in the. world to 
adopt Christianity, and it has been 
classed as a Christian land ever since. 


U ia a country with a literature in- 


ferior only to that of the classic coun- 
tries of antiquity. Tho people under 
different names ate mentioned in an- 
cient history hundreds of years before 
Christ. The Biblical tradition places 
the resting place of Noali'a ark in that 
conntry. The Greeks, under the leader- 
•hip of Zenophon, made the memorable 
"retreat of the ten thousand" through 
the mountains of Armenia. An expe- 
dition was led into that region by Alex- 
ander tho Great. The Roman army un- 
der Oraeaua was annihilated on the 
borders of that country. 


So It ia Been that the ArDienians are 


one among tho oldest peoples in the 
world; and they have preservjd their 
individual existence remarkably well, 
considering that for 2000 yeara they 
have been held in subjection by more 
powerful nations. The present trouble 
may be the beginning ot their libera- 
tion from Turkey; but whether they 
would improvo their condition much by 
passing iiiider the Russian yoke ia not 
exactly certain. One thing is certain. 
Tf they would ride in rebellion against 
Turkey and make a firm stand, it is 
quite certain that Russia would not al- 
low them to bo conquered.

WITH TURKEYS. 


A Somewhat Expensive Search For 


eruahoppera on Table 


Mountain. 


"Talking about turkeya," remarked 
Jounty Recorder Smith Norris yesterday 
u aomw one had finished a story which 
iad the foolishneas of birds for its sub* 
ect, "I remember an Incident which 
lappened just twenty-one years ago thia 
month, and 1 shall never forget U. I 
made up my mind then that of all the 
oola in the world turkeya are entitled 
to the medal. It waa a funny incident, 
mt was a rather expensive one to me, 
and to Old Man Jones who waa called on 
o help foot the losa because he owned 
lalf the turkeys. 
"I will tell you how it happened. "We 


tad gone into the turkey business pretty 
heavily and had bought up all we could 
get between Fresno river and Yisalia. 
and had between 2000 and 3000 in one 
>and. 
We herded them like sheep, 


iriving them from place to place in 
earch of mast and grasshoppers, and 
now and then renting a stubble Held. 
But that waa back in the e&riy seventies, 
and wheat fifclda were pretty scarce. So 
re drove the turkeys to the foothills in 
October, 1873, to- feed them on acorns 
and manzanita berries, or anything that 
:ould he picked up. 


"Old Man 
Jones, while scouting 


around one day discovered that Table 
mountain waa covered with grasahop- 
>er9, and he said we would do well to 
ake the turkeys up there and let them 
orage on the hoppers; and I took 
hem. We found tho whole face of the 
•arth covered with graaahoppera, and 
re spread tbo turkeys out m a line 
rom one ekle of the flat top of the 
mountain to the other, and they made a 
lean sweep us they went, and de- 
'oured about twenty acres of the insects 
a day and kept it up for more than two 
weeka, and then the crisis came. 


'We had by thin time worked np close 


o the north end of the mountain next 
o tho San Joaquin river. The moun- 
tain here ends in a precipice sheer down 
a couple of thousand feet, and the river 
winds like a thread at the base. It will 
make any man dizzy to look down. The 
summit of the mountain here narrows 
o a sharp point, almost overhanging 
lie San Joaquin. The turkeys an- 
inmched nearer and nearer to Una 
>laco, driving vast swarms of grass- 
loppers beforo them, and we were 
elated to think thnt the insects could 
lot escape much longer, but must soou 
be cornered and he eaten by the thous- 
ands of turkeya. 


"About 2 o'clock in the afternoon 


hey carne to & focus. The gnisshou- 
>ura that had been moving ahead of the 
,urkeya for several days came to the 
tdge of the precipice, and seeing tue 
owls closing in upon them, over they 
went in a vast swarm. 


"What do you think the turkeya did? 


Right over that cliff, 2000 feet straight 
[own, 
they went. We tried to stop 


hem, 
but every last turkey went over 


he cliff. 


"Well, it was a sight to behold, and 


although it was twenty-one yeara ago, 1 
remember it as vividly as if it were tak- 
ng placa before my eyes. A turkey ia a 
iretty good flyer when ia haa a chance, 
tut these were so thick tbat they could 
not spread their wings, and down they 
went like lumps of lead, and when they 
struck the rock near the river the sound 
was almost beyond belief. It seemed aa 
f the mountain had toppled over. The 
turkeya were crushed to a jelly, of 
course, and the feathers that filled the 
air were like a black, cloud. In fact, Old 
Man Jones who was then three uiilwa 
away, near Temperance Flat, saw the 
cloud of feathers and thought a black 
.huiider cloud was hanging against Hie 
"ace of Table mountain. He waa tho 
jnore inclined to believe tbat such waa 
,be case, because the sound made by the 
urkeya striking the bottom of the canon 
was like thunder. 


"Kot quite all the turkeya perii-hed in 


ho catastrophe," continued Kecorder 
Xorris. "At first eight it looked as if 
all had gone down together, and so far 
as saving any of them, they might aa 
well have all landed in one heap. But 
several hundred of them succeeded in 
Betting their winga spread, and away 
hey sailed toward the plains, and were 
pcattered over ten counties moro or less. 
OldJoneawas hot."

Two difficulties have hampered the 


business men who liavo been agitating 
the construction of a canal to connect 
Fresno with the S.«i Joaquin river at a 
navigable point. One.ia tbe matter of 
obtaining aright of way; the other of 
getting a water supply to fill the canal, 
for there ia n fall of 150 feet from Fresno 
city to Fresno slough ,and water will not 
run up hill: It is now thought that 
both these problems have been solved, 
and that tha construction of the canal 
could be actually completed b> June. 


The right of way is a delicate matter, 


and explains why tbe promoters of the 
canal[enterprise Have unen so cautious 
of allowing any issues, discussed at 
their conferences, to be raiaed in the 
columns of tho press. They have ex- 
plained th»* the country is regularly 
staked out among secret agents of the 
railroad, ami that the moment a move 
Is made it is mysteriously recorded, al- 
most with the speed of thought, at the 
Southern 
Pauitic office 
at 
Fourth 


and Towneciid streets. As eoon aa the 
word canal ia whirred there the trust- 
ed organs of the railroad, all through 
the valley, come out with some new and 
illusive plans for a competing railroad 
"to relieve the suffering people of the 
San Joaquiu valley." Juat as soon as 
tbe popular enthusiasm in the canal 
project has been properly damped and 
cooled dgwn, the illusory "competing 
railroad" becomes "the baseless fabric of 
a vision." In point of fact it is pigeon- 
holed at Fourth and Townsend.to be 
warmed up as anon as a new move is 
made by tue canal people. 
Tbii tiuie, however, the indications 


are that something more than a "buga- 
boo" will be required to scare the citi- 
iena of Fresno out of the notion of com- 
petitive trdusporiation. Turnip-lantern 
ghosts have had their day. Tho people 
all through tbia valley mean to get their 
freight to and from the city at lower 
ratei, no matter how. It ia no longer a 
Oftsaof halting between two opinions. 
If one way looks better than another 
they will take that way, but they will 
not halt any more. 
The meeting to be hold today will bo 


with special reference to the acquisition 
of a water anpoly from the Fresno Canal 
and IrrigaUun Co'mpany. The cemle-

with iron, but no 0110 has yet succeeded 
"in effecting a union of iron ami water. 
It has been asked why some of the 


present irrigating ditches running west- 
ward and south westward are nut deep- 
ened aad widened, aa they could be 
used for canuls. This implies ignorance 
of the essential fm-t tlmt a canal is nut a 
body of flowing water, but a, hotly of 
dead still water. There ia onlv enough 
flow to a well-constructed canal to pre- 
serve the water from stagnation. The 
Fresno slough ia a natural canal uuiimg 
the Kings and san Joaqnin rivers. 


The route for the canal is slightly di- 


verted from tbe straight line in order to 
reach McMullin, because the latter ia an 
important grain center 
Tbe -ansl will 


run nearly southwest from McMullinto 
Whites Bridge, not far from the outfall 
of tbe Fresno slonith into tho San Joa- 
quin and within easy reach of tho Miller 
& Lux dam. There will always be 
plenty of water in the west end of the 
slough at all seaeonaof the year, because 
the dam backs it up. Tho boats to be 
used for the trulnu on the canal and the 
slough will not draw more than two 
feet of water, and there are plenty of 
steamships on tbe San Jottquin which 
can and do come right up to J-Vebaugh, 
within a few miles of tha tuouth of the 
canal. 
The transportation of wheat under tho 


new conditions would be a very differ- 
ent matter from the conditions pre- 
vailing today. It is contemplated to 
pay the farmers who are to do the chief 
work in building the canal by issuing 
aurip for the labor done. A farmer de- 
siring to ship his wheat to Port Coata 
will then pay this ecrip precisely aa if it 
were money, only that instead of having 
to pay $3.60 a ton to Port Cot«ta, he will 
have to pay only $1, and that in scrip, so 
long as he haa any of the latter in hand 
as the equivalent for hia work. One 
farmer has already offered twenty mulea 
with implements.aud the necessary num- 
ber of laborers to accompany them, on 
this proposition. By March Istlhe farm- 
ers will be through with their winter 
work and it ia estimated thai if all of 
them on the Weft Side would contribute 
teams and labor, the canal couid be 
finished within three months from that 
date. 


A Tomato Tree.

A Practical Illustration 
of its 


Effect. 


From the Tulan? RL'giaic:. 


Topics once in a while bears some one 


marvel that consumption of food prod- 
nrts should be less in hard times that in 
good. "Peopleeat just as muuh as tbev 
ever did," they declare; "no one goes 
hungry, and therefore the consumption 
must be as great now as evtr." Well, 
let us make a tew figures on the propo- 
sition.' The butchers will all tell you 
that people buy fewer steaks and less 
meat than they did in 'prosperous 
times. They do rot feed the ends and 
tough pieces to the cata as tue-y used to, 
but chop all the bits up into'hash and 
EO feed them to the family. Suppose 
that by so doing the average American 
family 
buys 
one 
leea 
steak 
per 


week 
than 
it did in good times. 


There are 
15,000,0 ;0 households in 


the United States, or what will amount 
to that, and tbe (supposition IB not vio- 
lent that 35,000,000 fewer steaks are 
consumed each week than during pros- 
perous times. An ordinary beef fur- 
nishes 100 PteakB and therefore a de- 
crease of 15,000,000 in the weekly de- 
mand for steaks would make a corres- 
ponding decrease of the weekly demand 
for beeves in our own country, 150,0l!0 
head, or 7,800000 rreatures each year. 
This appear* almost i nc red i table, but 
when wo come to consider that the 
shrinkage of consumption of beef alone 
in the little town of Tiilare amounts to 
three animals per week over what it 
was two years ago, or one- baef for each 
1000 people, it becomes possible to be- 
lieve that the above uVures may not be 
far from a just estimate of the shrink- 
age of consumption in our own country 
occasioned by hard times, for in Tulare 
hard times have not pinched stomachs 
much yet. We are wearing out our old 
clothes, but we are not going hungry.

letter eent to the board yesterday: 
To the Hoard of Supervisors" of the 


County of Fresno: 


Some days ago 1 was requested by 


members oi your honorable body to pre- 
pare the draft of an ordinance taxing 
the business of celling intoxicating 
liquors at retail. The wish of those 
members with whom I conversed was 
that the ordinance should be drawn for 
the purpose of both regulation and rev- 
enue, lu, compliance with their sugges- 
tion I have submitted the draft of an or- 
dinance which, if adopted, will be an 
exercise of the power of taxation for 
both those purposes. In preparing that 
ordinance i considered myself H drafts- 
man, employed by the hoard and noth- 
ing more. The powerof regulating that 
business has been asserted and exer- 
cised by the Hoard of Supervisors for a 
lonp Feriesof years. It waa not for me 
to ignore the settled policy of thft 
i-oumy, so often manifested "during so 
long a time, without express i us (.ruc- 
tions. But in a matter of so much im- 
portance and one wherein I will in some 
degree beheld responsible for your ac- 
tion, it id a duty which I owe both to 
you and to myself, to express to you my 
opinion of your constitutional power in 
the premises, and oi the validity of the 
proposed measure. 


I think the board of supervisors has 


no authority to regulate the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors in incorporated cities 
and towns. It baa been determined by 
the supreme court that the board has no 
authority to c!o«e tho saloons on Sunday 
.n cities and towns. Upon, precisely 
,he eame principles it must be held that 
:he board has no authority to clo;=e them 
itetween the hours of 12 p.m. and 5 a.m., 
or during any hours whatever. If it 
cannot close them, then it cannot re- 
quire a bond that they ehall be closed, 
ind from thi9 it necessarily follows that 
Lhe board cannot make the granting of 
a license dependent on the giving of 
such a bond; and it also follows tbat at 
ihe provision of the ordinance requir- 
!nie a bund is void, the provision requir- 
ing a license is void and the license tax 
cannot, be recovered. 


Again, as tho Board of Supervisors 


cannot regulate the time during which 
;he business may be conducted, it log- 
cally results that the hoard cannot 
'regulate," that is, determine the char- 
icterofthepereonBwhomayconductthat 
ausincss. 1 think that when the amount 
of the license ta^c is fixed any person 
irithin any city or town may demand a 
:icenee upon payment of that tax. 
For 


all that part of the county outaiile cities 
and towns the Board of Supervisors may 
regulate the business. 
That is, may 


determine the persons who may conduct 
it; may fix the daya and hours of 
business, and may prescribe the condi- 
tions upon which license shall issue. 
But within cities and tovna- all thie is 
the province of the municipal authori- 
ties alone. I think the Bnnrd of Super- 
visors may fix the amount of the license 
tax, provide for its payment and collec- 
tion, and prescribe the punishment of 
persons who conduct the business with- 
out license, and that the board has no 
other power in the- premises. The penal 
code of the state provides for the pun- 
ishment 
of persons 
who, without 


license, conduct a business for which 
license is required, and the board may, 
perbiiDS, limit that punishment, but 
cannot exceed it. 


In lixing the amount of the tax this 


uust be kept in view: The tar must 
ie reasonable; tbat is not extortionate 
>r pronibitory. Under the guise of tax- 
ug the business the board must not sup- 
press it. An ordinance fixing the tax 
at u mini EO great as to suppress and 
irohibit the business would be void. 
The courts have sustained ordinances px- 
ng the tax at (1000 per annum, but 
:hose ordinances were enacted by cities 
and towns and wero in exercise of the 
power to regulate the business. 


I submit herewith the draft of an or- 


dinance which 1 think ia constitutional 
and valid iu all of its features. As you 
will Bee it attempts to do no more than 
:o fix the amount of the tax, provide for 
,ts payment and collection and prescribe 
;he punishment of persons who engage 
in the business without license. Yours 
Respectfully.

Fresno, November 15th. 
Mr. Cold well says that the case re- 


ferred to in the letter, went up from 
Kings county; since transmitting the 
letter to the hoard he has read the 
opinion in .that case, which has just 
been published, and nnds that the point 
decided was that the auperviora cannot 
order the saloons to be closed at any 
particular hour of any day. This, of 
course, strengthens the position taken 
in the. letter. 


The proposed ordinance which Mr. 


Cold well thus summarily disoosed of be- 
came a sort of "nobody's child" and 
mysteriously 
dropped 
out of sight. 


Since then two new proposed ordinances 
have been drafted, the first of which 
consists merely of three or four secti' ns 
requiring a county lieenee to be pro- 
cured before liquor is s<jld, establishing 
thM amount and manner of payment, 
and fixing a penalty of $500 for selling 
liquor without a license. In tlie other, 
figures and particulars were, left for tho 
board to fill in after consultation. 


H would seem that this latest pro- 


posed ordinance, while it dropped en- 
tirely all effort to control the liquor 
tralltc so far as police regulations are 
concerned, was not definite or explicit 
enough ou other points wherein it ap- 
peared that the board has legal rights. 
And BO yet 
another ordinance was 


drafted, repealing all its predecessors 
and fixing the annual license fee at $300, 
payable by installments instead of $500 
in one sum as suggested in the first of 
tlie three propositions. The very latest 
amended ordinance al^o distinctly pro- 
el aims that the ordinance seeks to con- 
trol the liquor trallic "for revenue 
only." 


It is diIficLilt to eay at this time what 


action the board will take. Some sort 


ordinance fixing a rate for county 


licenses is sure to Iw passed, as the 
county is losing money straight along at 
Lhe present time from the existence of 
an ordinance that cannot be enforced. 


Another question that may be raised 


outside of tlie board is the p'ropriety of 
.he continued practice of hiring outside 
attorneys to do work which ehould be 
iroperjv done without expense to the 
:ounty in the district attorney's office. 
In tbe defense of the suit against the 
county in the fimilie caee and in the 
iroaecutionof the liquor dealers, outside 
lelp was secured apparently without, 
ncceffliiy or justification. If tho prece- 
Jent is to be considered as established 
or all time, the district attorney elect j 
will tind a pleasant sinecure awaiting I 
lim in that part of his duties relating 
o counsel for the board of bU per visors.

lect with its wonderful fidelity? 


In the city of Chicago at 26 Cottage 


Grove avenue, in 1870, while sleeping 
soundly I saw a man enter ray bedroom 
through the window, and while looking 
in my face with a murderous knife 
clutched in his right hand, ho took from 
under my pillow my watch and valua- 
bles and departed down the stairs and 
out into thu street. Thia in brief is the 
substance, but the sequel will ho told 
further on. 


While bending over me to watch for 


any evidences of wakufulness, bin face 
within six inches of my own and the 
devil gleaming out of his eyes—for these 
fellows borrow the face 'of demons to 
help out their profession—ho proceeded 
in the vernacular of the cult "to go 
through me." 


He was engaged about ten minutes, 


I should judge, but to me it seemed an 
hour, while horrible thoughts of anni- 
hilation were 
flitting through 
my 


bursting brain, intently watching his 
every move and noticing every peculiar- 
ity of his person and dress. 


After (satisfying himself that nothing 


was omitted, he turned his demonical 
face towards me to make sure 1 waa not 
feigning, and stealthily departed. 


1 followed him to the door and saw 


him spring the iiixht-Iatch. I at once 
awoke, and to my agreable surprise 
found that all I hud supposed lost was 
undisturbed, and my vision was but the 
fantasy of a dreaut. I pondered over it, 
dwelt upon the vividness of the scene, 
racking my brain for an interpretation 
of so evil nn omen, believing that it 
portended the enactment of a future 
scene in my life. The rest of the night 
found me in a condition of restlessness, 
but I was convinced that the future 
would bring me face to face with tha ob- 
ject of my vision. 


In the morning I related my exper- 


ience to the landlord, who made light of 
my credulity, but it was of short dura- 
tion, for on the third day the occurencee 
herein related were fulfilled in every 
particular with not the slightest cletr to 
the perpetrator. 


About two weeks prior to the time of 


which I write an attempt at robbery and 
murder had been committed in another 
part of the city, and iu the Htrustxle- be- 
tween the murderer and his victim a 
portion of the murderer's thumb nail 
was torn oft' by contact with the ham- 
mer of the pistol and was found on the 
floor the following morning. To this 
incident and my dream, the apprehen- 
sion and conviction of the criminal was 
indebted. 


It happened in this way. I had read 


in tbe papers of tlie crime and the epi- 
sode of the thumb nail, and I had a 
strong belief that it would be tbe light 
which would lead justice to the lair of 
this midnight assassin. And BO it did. 
I waa always ou the alert for\the face I 
harl seen in my dream, for the fierceness 
of those demoniacal eyes had burned 
their likpnpRa into my very soul, and 
the hot breath of the would he murderer 
bathed my face in perspiration while 
bending over me ou the night referred 
to. 


I waa beginning to have some misgiv- 


inga that my quarry would elude detec- 
tion, and yet instinctively I could not 
divorce tho thought that I would yet 
meet him, which I did under peculiar 
circumstances. 


Some, two months had elapsed and no 


tidings of discovery, when, by a fortu- 
itous circumstance I attended a noted 
trial in the police court of two distin- 
guished personages, Lydia Thompson 
and Wilbur F. Story, editor of the 
Times. To my astonishment, I encoun- 
tered the evil eye with the face I had 
seen in my dream, and for which I had 
been GO anxiously looking.

Every unbiased etudent o'f the finan- 


cial history of thia country knows that 
this ia a falsehood, and that the green- 
backs, instead of depending upon the 
gold for their value, were a full legal 
tender, actual money for alt dues and 
debts public and private, and that the 
value of these greenbacks consisted in 
this, that they represented labor service 
and property, and that this currency 
was redeemed and redeemable in every 
commodity, not in gold alone, found in 
the whole nation; and that when the 
greenbacks finally fluctuated and were 
lowered,

dollar, this 


was not due to the fact that there was 
no gold in our treasury (aa falsely 
titugtit in onr eclionls), for they were 
once worth 102 cunts in K°ld, ami at a 
time, too, when there was practically 
no gold iu tho treasury; but tho value 
of the greenbacks were lowered because 
they were demonetized as to the pay- 
ment on duties on imports and interes' 
on bonda, by means of this exceptioi 
clause on their backs.

Work of Construction is to Begin 


Very Soon. 


From the Stocktoa Mail. 


P. McRea of the New York firm of 


Ross & McRea, railroad contractors, wil 
arrive here tomorrow morning to figure 
on the proposed United railway. 


Colonel Hartzoll, manager and secre- 


tary of the railroad corporation, says 
that the work of constructing the rond 
will probably commence very soon. He 
thinks that Mr. McRea will not havu to 
return to New York, but will communi- 
cate with his partner by telegraph, and 
the latter, in behalf of the firm, can 
enter into a contrast with the New York 
men who are backing the railroad corn- 
pan}'. The Colonel states that these 
backers have announced their intention 
to build straight through to Bakerstield. 
Whether Ross & Mcftea will take the 
contract for the entire road or only, at 
present, that portion of it which will lie 
between this city and the Stanislaus 
river, will not be known until McRea 
arrives.

An oijteriinent ia being made in •hip- 


ping fruit to Ban Francisco by team 
and i§ Attracting no small attention. 
A tweWe-mulc team belonging to Charlee 
Campbell, which had been naed the past 
lommer hauling for Moore A Smith'u 
milla, left Freano this week for San 
Francisco, loaded with figa. Mr. Camp- 
bell wai auxioua to exhibit hia team, 
one of tlie finest in tlie state, at the 
hone show in the city the latter part of 
thjs month, and decided to drive them 
overland rather than send them by rail, 
and it came m exactly right to load on 
20,000 pounds of figa for Seropian 
Brothers. 
A belter opportunity for 


freighting everland would never present 
itself, *nd it could be made a test of 
what tbe actual cost will be of such a 
trip. Ttiere has been mucb said from 
time to time on tbe subject, but this ia 
tbe firei trial ever made. 


A reporter called laet evening at tbe 


store of tbe Beropian Brothers on J 
street and asked if there waa any prob- 
ability that tbe experiment would bo re- 
peated. The reply waa: 


"We wilt firat aee bow Mr. Campbell 


lacceedfl. But there is no reason why 
cftrt&in kinds of mercbandiBO and prod- 
ucts may not bo bandied by teams for 
leea than the existing railroad rates. 
Take, for instance, a load of fits or 
dried fruit down, and a load of au^ar or 
tobacco back. The rate down on these 
article! ifi $8.40 per ton, and thn rate on 
sugar from. San Francisco to Fresno ia 
f 10.20 a ton. Mr. Campbell agrees to 
haul for 30 centa a hundred, or Jti a ton 
both waya. He took ten tons thia trip, 
but eaya he uan haul sixteen tons if he 
goes into it aa a buainesa, and can make 
a trip in sixteen or eighteen days, and 
haul a load both ways. The amount he 
would receive for It is $192. By the time 
ho pays hia expenses and repairs there 
may not he mucb left for him; but he ia 
willing to do it for that price, especially 
during the time of year when there ia 
little or no work for teams in Fresno, 
and they must be kept on expense. We 
had the offer today of another team if 
we wanted to eeiid another load to tbe 
city. We have another load ready to 
ahip, hut are waiting to see if Mr.Carap- 
bell geta through all right. 
I don't 


think there will be any trouble in get- 
ting all tho teams we want. There are 
hundreds of horses being fed anri pas- 
tured at expense, and any number of 
men willing to take the job of driving 
tlio teams, and I feel sure that there 
will be no lack of all we may want. 


"We will save money by it in more 


ways than one. The money will be 
largely epcnt at home, and that ia one 
conui(leration 
We will save fourteen 


cents per hundred or $2.80 a ton, or $28 
a car on the figs or dried fruit. That is 
quite an item. Then on the return 
fiieght we will ftavn atill more 
On 


lugar we will save twenty-one cents per 
hundred, or $420 per ton, or $42 per 
car. Thia will be a clear gain, for the 
merchants of Freauo do not make more 
than five cents on one hundred pounds 
of edgar as they sell it now. In fact, it 
is sold just to cover coat. But, by get- 
tingitat'$43 per carloail lees than it 
now coats us, we can sell at our present 
prices and can make something, al* 
though not a great deal. The same holds 
jood for tobacco and several other arti- 
cle* which we bring in bulk from San 
Francisco. 


"We bave about fifteen carloads of 


orangea to ahip from Sanger to San 
Francisco. One of ua went to the city 
and called at the railroad office to aee if 
we could not get special rates. The best 
they wmild offer me waa $60 a car, thu 
same rate as is allowed from Ixw Ange- 
les to San Francisco, While this waa a 
cut of $13 a car below their regular rate 
on oranges/rom here, we thought a bet- 
ter rate outfit to be given, aud suggested 
that if tliey could haul oranges from Los 
Angeles for $60 they ought to haul them 
from fiaiiger for less. But the answer 
was that ttiey had to haul at that rate 
from Loa Angeles on account of L-QLUpe- 
tition, but. did not have to do it from 
Sanger. We arc considering tho prac- 
ticability of sending our oranges by 
team.

Without continuity of purpose uo 
nation can be great or long lived. 


Political independence was born into 


American politics witti the Mugwump. 
The war had solidified public sentiment 
aud made party linea taui. ''Yellow 
dog" politics during the seventies hud 
put many bad men into office and made 
the Mugwump possible, ana from the 
Jay of thu Mugwuiup until now there 
baa been a breaking away from party 
aUiliat.ona until party ties Bit lightly in- 
deed, and we have tens of thousandR of 
voters who belong to no party aud are a 
prey to caprice.

The couot of tha return* in the room 


olthe board of supervisora yesterday 
waa enlivened by a somewhat sudden 
and aurprteing tilt between Btanton L. 
Carter and W. D. Tupper, in which Mr. 
Tapper, by the most emphatic word in 
the English language, declared that Mr. 
Carter was ft person who did not apeak 
the truth. The word fell BO harshly on 
Chairman Letcher'a ear that he sent for 
Sheriff Scott in haste to pat a stop to a 
battle which, aa yet, had not advanced 
farther than words. Sheriff Scott came, 
but was not called upon to assert his 
authority, aa Mr. Tupper had apolo- 
gized for what he had said, and peace 
reigned once more. 


It arose in this way. For the past 


few dayB E. W. Risley and Stanton L. 
Carter, with friends and well-wishers, 
have been in attendance in the supervi- 
sors' chamber watchingthe count of tne 
precincts • It was known, at the start 
thatltUley claimed ti majority of be- 
tween thirty and forty votes over Car- 
ter. Mr Carter called attention to the 
ahape in which the returns from Syca- 
more and Squaw Valley had been re- 
ceived, and asked the supervisors, sit- 
ting aa a board of canvassers, to listen 
to argument in favor of throwing out 
the return* from these precinct i. Ue 
did not charge fraud or illegal voting. 


Mr. Tupper, representing Mr. Rialey, 


argued that if the board was eatiatied 
that an election had been held and that 
the returns had been made by the 
Draper officers, such returns ought not 
to lie thrown out by reason of minor 
technicslitiei. The ability ot the board 
to make out an estimate of the vote 
from too returns aa received was all that 
waa necessary, lie quoted the law on 
the subject, to show that lists cannot be 
thrown out for informality if they can 
be understood. 


Mr. Carter strongly dissented, asking 


why the law required the statements to 
be Higned by the election officers. 


Mr. Tupper replied that it waa to pre- 


vent fraud, and intimated that- he waa 
taring down the law as a lawyer. 


Mr. Carter replied that there was a 


tendency to take snap judgment on him 
and that Mr. Tnppur's statement of 
facts was misleading. Here then oc- 
curred thu aceoe above referred to. 


The canvass of the 71 precincts was 


soon completed and the clerks at once 
set to work to compile the otiicial totals. 


Mr. Lynch of Lynch preuiuut produced 


the missing returns from that precinct 
and teattlied to their genuineness. They 
were included in the count. The un- 
official eatimale of the official vote shows 
a plurality of 3G for Ilisley over Carter 
for superior jud^R. 


If Uisley is officially declared to be 


elected it will cause u vacancy iu the 
otlico of city attorney at the cloee of this 
year.

quoia mills to Sanger on Monday laet, 
and fluming operations will continue for 
several weeks. The pine bolts will l:e 
shipped to San Jose, to be manufactured 
nto small berry boxes. A carload of 
tiequoia redwood ia being prepared for 
shipment to Germany, to he uianufac- 
,ured into lead pencils. It consists of 
nliin and emla of redwood, ciitintoemail 
jlocka 7^x4J^ inches in size, jfj inch 
thick, which will timko one dozen oen- 
cils, allowing for wastage. The experi- 
ment has been euccedsful m tlie east, 
uid California redwoud is rivalling tlie 
Florida cedar in pencil manufacture. 
)ur redwood whittles clean, and-worka 
ap very easily, RO that it ia coming into 
:eneral use and providing an excellent 
substitute for cedar. It ia said that the 
big lead pencil manufactories of tlio 
vorld have exhausted the available aup- 
jly of cedar suitable for their use, aud 
ire looking to this state for u supply of 
redwood.

Regan in 
the meantime had served his timo and 
had returned to Madera county. They 
wanted him AS a witness but could never 
find him. Green got three years and 
Larsen waa acquitted.

The children of 
tbe different schools meet at Sunday 
school, picnics, parties, etc., and, as 
school matters are naturally uppermost 
in their minds, they begin to talk of 
their examination?. 


To those who have not taken the ex- 


aminations a temptation of learning tbe 
queetions from those who have taken 
them is offered. • In other words, temp- 
tation for cheating and dishonesty is 
presented to tbe children. The teach- 
ers At the institute all complained that 
such was tbe case. Many children take 
advantage of it and are promoted with 
high honors. The honest ones are at 
tbe same time discouraged, and those 
who have yielded to the temptation 
have just lost so much in the training of 
manhood and womanhood. Tbe mere 
(net, however, of the temptation for dis- 
honesty condemns the, system.

Further Particulars of a Madera 


County Affair. 


Yesterday morning'a REPUBLIC AS gave 


an account of a ehostlue scrape in the 
Madera hills, wherein Theodore Alviso 
claimed that F.G. Gould had assaulted 
him with a shotgun. Warrants were 
issued for tho arrest of Gould and a man 
named P. L. Ilureh, who was with him. 


They were arrested and told n.i en- 


tirely different atory, and swore out 
warrants for the arrest of Alvieo and a 
man named Cnralake, who wna with 
him. In an interview in the Madera 
Mercury, Gould describes the affair. 
After givine certain preliminary move- 
ments leading up to the beginning of the 
shooting, it proceeds about as follows: 


While Gould waa Btanding ten feet 


away from the door, Alviso poked the 
barrel of his rifle by the casing of the 
door keeping himself concealed. Just 
as he fired, Gould dodged and the ballet 
went over his head. While in ntooping 
posture he shot at Alviso's rillle aa he 
could not see Alvieo. 


After be shot, he ran around the side 


of the house to get out of the range of 
Alviao's rifle. The latter came out of 
doorway and Gould shot at him, but he 
jumped Hack into the house. 


After the shot Alviso ran to the corner 


of the house and braced his rifle againat 
the corner of the building and tired a 
shot at Gould who was running for the 
back part of the house. None of tlie 
ihota took effe:t. 


Gould did not return to the fray for 


the shell swelled in his gun and ho 
could not break it, and he was practi- 
cally unarmed. 


While tbe shooting was gome on,

It wai 
wrought into existence under very nn- 
avorable conditions. lu the first place, 
the man who hauled the press and typ« 
rom Stockton charged 7 cen's a pound 
reighl when 2 cents waa the usual 
charge. This nearly bankrupted tht 
paper before the tirst copy waa printed. 


Itoom was scarce in Millerton. and no 


jetter office could be obtained,so a va- 
cant Etall in a stable was lilted up, and 
hat waa the printing nilk-e. Thechargt 
raid for tbe freight lisft the business so 
learly on the financial bedrock that tha 
editor could not afford to hoard at th« 
tavern; so he fitted up another etall

year, April, 1SS2, a bolder launch was 
made, and tbe firat daily ispued. Itwafl 
i o-column paper, but the next year 
was enlarged to a 6-column ; iu 1884 to a 
7-column; in January, 18S7, to an 8-col- 
umn, and in January, 1890, to a 6-col- 
umn, 8-nat'e paper, ami still later to an 
S-column, 4-paiie, its present size. 


The press on which tho paper is 


printed coat JuOOO, and tho building in 
which the otfice is eitnatud coat $12,000.
